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GERMANS ARE NO 


Germans Make No Advance In 
Fighting Begun Yesterday 


(Associated Press Summary.) 


The expected renewal ot the German offensive in France lias 


begun. 
Fierce battles are in progress on both sides of the famous cathe­ 


dral city of Rheims which, since the battle along the Marne, has been 


the apex of a sharp salient into the German lines. 


West of Rheims the Germans, with the pressure of large num­ 


bers of troops, the unleashing of which was preceded by a veritable 


hail of high explosive and gas shells, have been enabled to cross the 


Marne at several places. Hast ot the city, however, they have been 


held for the smallest of gains by the tenacious resistance of the de­ 


fenders of the line. Altogether the two battle fronts aggregate about 


65 miles in length. 
Americans Were Valiant Fighter*. 


American troops are lighting valiantly on the sectors they have 


been holding and at two points have met with notable success. At 


Vaux they not alone broke down violent attacks by the enemy but 


drove him back several hundred yards and returned to their former 


positions only when the advance of the

southeast

Chateau Thierry across the Marne made the reoccupation of their 


trenches of strategic value. 
Along the Marne between the town of Fossy and the river Sur 


Melin, where the Germans crossed the Marne, the Americans in a 


strong counter attack forced back the enemy to the right bank of the 


stream. At other points along the river they used to greatest advan­ 


tage their machine guns against the enemy elements which were 


crossing the river on pontoon bridges, killing and wounding many 


of them. In the counter attack near Fossy between lo o o and 1500 


Germans were made prisoners by the Americans. 
Captured Whole Brigade Staff. 


The captured contingent included a whole brigade staff. The 


French general in command ot this sector sent a congratulatory mes-, 


sage to the general in command of the American troops. 


The Germans in addition to their tremendous expenditures of 


explosives and gas shells used numerous tanks against the lines of the 


defenders and also opened with numerous naval guns, bombard­ 


ments of towns and cities far behind the battle line, dropping upon 


them shells of 10 to 12 inch calibers. 


Details of the strategic scheme the Germans have in view have 


not yet been unfolded. It seems apparent, however, that their main 


objective in its first stages is the throwing of their lines southward on 


both sides of Rheims enveloping that city and forcing its capitulation. 


The gaining of the southern bank of the Marne and stretching 


out eastward their battle line towards Verdun also may be in the pro­ 


gram of the German high command. Success in these movements 


would be of great strategic value to the Germans if it is intended by 


them ultimately to attempt to drive on to Paris. 


While the Germans are making their drive in the south the 


British around Ypres are pecking away at the German lines with 


success as regards gaining ground and taking prisoners. The French 


and Italians in Albania are keeping up their spectacular drive against 


the Austrians and the French and Italians in the mountain region of 


the Italian theater daily are harassing the enemy with patrol at­ 


tacks of considerable violence and bombardments.

American Forces Congratulated 
By French General For 
Their Good Work 


With the American Army on the Marne, July 15. (/P)— A strong 


American counter attack south of the Marne river bend completely 


late today upset the G erm ans who broke in retreat. 1 he American 


troops drove the enem y back all the way to the railway skirting the 


Marne in the region southwest of Jaulgonne. This position now is 


being held. 
The French general com manding the group of armies on thi* 


sector rent a congratulatory message this afternoon to the American 


general commanding the force which beat back the enemy. 


The G erm an prisoners captured tn the counter attack by the 


Americans at the bend of the Marne number between 1000 and 1500. 


They include a complete brigade staff. 


At 5 o ’clock this evening the G erm ans were heavily shelled by 


the American forces and were giving shell for shell in return but their 


Lure seemed to be diminishing. 


Tbe Vaux district is comparatively calm now. On the Ameri- 


< an right heavy fighting is in progress. 


American machine gunners along the river assisted materilly in 


breaking up the early Boche plans for they stuck to their posts and 


poured deadly streams of bullets into the enem y and only withdrew 


when their guns got sc hot they could not br fired. One group of 


machine gunners happened to be in a place where the Germans were 


anxious to erect a bridge but their efforts were fruitless. The Ameri­ 


can bullets piled up the G erm an dead on the opposite side of the 


liver whenever the enemy started to cross it. 


A correspondent talked with some American soldiers now in 


hospitals who were in ihc thick of the fighting this morning. They 


were in complete agreem ent tlia1 the G erm an infantry is no match 


for the Americans. 1 his is evidenced by reports from all American 


hospitals, there bi.n«r c rly a few cases of wounded from rifle and 


machine gun fire while most ef the xacr. arc suffering from shrapnel 


wounds. Some of ti es, arc seriously injured.

Henderson, Texas, July 13.— Gov­ 
ernor Hobby concluded his East Tex­ 
as itinerary here today speaking 40 
an enthusiastic crowd of some 7000 
people at the fair grounds. The po­ 
litical sensation of the day was the 
peech delivered by I). 
E. 
Lyday, 
president of 
the 
Texas 
Farmers' 
Cnion. The speaker's arraignment 
of 
Ferguson was heartily cheered. 
Mr. 
Lyday spoke as follows: 


“ I have heretofore kept silent in 
this campaign notwithstanding I be­ 
lieve the issue involves the reputa­ 
tion and fair name of my native state. 
In the face of such momentous issues 
when called upon to state my posi­ 
tion, I should consider myself recre­ 
ant to the duties of good citizenship 
should I fail to respond. Therefore, 
speaking not at all as an official of 
the Texas F arm ers’ Union, but simply 
as a farmer, a citizen and a native 
born son of Texas, I shall give my 
reasons for opposing the election of 
James E. Ferguson and for support­ 
ing Governor Hobby for Governor.
